Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4, 7-9, 12, 15-17, are 20-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record do not teach the combination of claimed elements including: 
"consolidating, for said each database query, the query statistics to provide 
consolidated statistics", and "generating a plurality of statistic collection tasks to collect 
database statistics to be used by an optimizer based on the consolidated statistics" as 
details in independent claims 1, 9 , and 17. 

Thus, prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the combination 
of claimed elements in light of the specification. Dependent claims 4, 7-8, 21-24, 12, 15- 

16, 25-28, 20, and 29-30 are allowed at least by virtue of their dependencies from their 
pertinent independent claims. After a further search and a thorough examination of the 
present application and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1, 4, 7-9, 12, 15- 

17, are 20-30 are allowed.
